Walter Henry Wyss died instantly in a head on sideswipe collision on the blacktop "cut-off" road that may 
motorists use between Paoli and a point on the New Glarus hills west of Belleville, county PB, two miles south of 
Paoli. He was driving in his sedan alone, en-route home from an evening in Madison. He was 23. The accident 
took place north of the Thomas Gaffney farm, which is north of the Central Cheese Factory. Some observers of the 
accident scene held the theory that one of the drivers must have dozed off and his car veered into the other. Ned 
Wyss, Monroe, friend of Walter Wyss, who checked out the scene and wreckage, said the crash was at a very slight 
bend on the road and he feels that the other car may have cut the bend short and caught the oncoming Wyss car. 

Walter was struck on the left side by glass from his windshield and the hood that was rammed through it, his arm 
being cut to the bone, his jugular vein severed and the left side of his face badly lacerated. His body was pinned in 
the upright car. His body was taken to the Shriner- Neuenschwander funeral home in Monroe. 



He had been a clerk at the Royal Blue Store since it opened in 1933 and attended the local schools and was 
graduated from Monroe high school and the Green County Normal. He lived with his mother at 1021 Twenty- 
fourth street, the home where he was born.
